' the statement in President Harding's 
A letter that it was necessary first to 
=) ascertain whether overtures for a con- 
ference would be “welcome.” ; 

“And I go so far as to say,” said 
the Indiana senator, “that that has 
been done and that the things that 
have been undertaken may, if success- 
fully continued, go so far as to re- 
sult in the holding of a conference 
in the future.” 

Mr. Watson then suggested that Mr. 
Borah withhold hiS amendment on 
the ground the administration’s course 
would bé embarrassed.

On the morning of the 27th we re- 
ceived the following: . “Satisfactory 
reply from Serbia; admirable in its 
moderation.” And yet, in spite of 
this, the Austrian minister had taken 
bis departure from Belgrade two 
hours after he had received the re- 
tly. What did this mean? 

As we drew nearer to France, we 
guessed the nature of the sombre im- 
broglio, which, engineered cleverly 
and violently, served as the frame- 
work for the situation. Germany, 
hailing joyfully the return of her 
emperor, refused to intercede with 
Austria, and, at the same time. ar- 
rogantly demanded that we seek to 
inflnence Russia. She even offered 
to appear our friend in this task. 


Von Jagow’s Secret Spying. 

Our journey had been spied upon 
by Von Jagow. Let readers form

This minister of for- 
eign affairs who (as will be shown 
in the course of later chapters) had 
denied all knowledge of the ultimatum 
at the end of July, having learned 
that we, on July 23d, were delaying 
our departure by two_ hours, tele- 
graphed to Vienna to the German 
ambassador for the purpose of ac- 
quainting him with this, and with 
the request that he cause the ulti- 
matum to be delivered two hours 
later. 

Anxiety Increases. 

Nevertheless, the attitude of the

Nature of Confession in Mer 
Rouge Murders Also Sub- 
ject of Speculation. 


Bastrop, La., Deeember 29.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—With the 
date for the open hearing but one 
week away, the heavy hand of the 
law which has already struck twice 
was still upraised tonight over those 
designated for arrest in connection 
with the Morehouse kidnapings and 
murders. 

The citizens were anxiously await- 
ing the passing of time which would 
reveal the identity of those marked. 
The nature of confessions in which 
45 men were said to be ‘implicated 
also was the subject of much specula- 
tion. 

There was no intimation of when 
the arrests promised by the state 
would be made. Opinion was evenly 
divided on the theory that the ar- 
rests probably would not oceur until 
after the open hearing had been con- 
cluded. The state wants to question 
some of them as witnesses, which 
privilege would be denied in the event 
they were under charges and did not 
care to testify, it was .igued. 

While a deputy sheriff armed with 
carefully-prepaced requisition was en 
route to Baltimore to claim Dr. B. M. 
MeWoin for the state of Louisiana 
on a charge of murder in connection 
with the robed and masked activities 
of last August, his friends in this 
section of the state were putting their 
heads togethér to raise a suitable fund 
for his defense. A fund of $100,000 
was said by his friends to be the 
objective.

The indictment charges a _ con- 
spiracy to maladminister’ existing 
laws and regulations; to control the 
giving of contracts to friends, asso- 
ciates and clients under the “cost 
plus” system, which it is charged re- 
sulted in a loss to the government of 
millions of dollars and reduced the 
morale of labor. 

First Big Salvo. 

The indictments are the first big 
salvo in Attorney-General Daugherty’s 
attack on many war-time contracts 
which the depar Jirent of justice holds 
to be fraudulent. Others are expect- 
ed to follow, and it is estimated that 
the amounts involved will run into 
hundreds of millions of dollars. ,

Harding Asks Special Ap- 
propriation of $6,500,000 
to Modernize Fighting 
Fleet. 


Washington, December 30.—In or- 
der to keep the first line of the 
American navy on a par with other 
seu ferces, President Harding bas 
asked congress for a special appro- 
priation of $6,500,000 as a beginning 
on a battleship modernization pro- 


gram. 

The plan behind the request marks 
a ebange of policy resulting directly 
from the Washington arms eotiference 
and was described by Secretary Den- 
by in a letter accompanying the pres- 
ident’s recommendation as “of mgjor 
and vital importance” in national de- 
fense, Before the conference it had 
been the practice to build new sbips 
rather than modernize old ones, a 
policy which no longer can be fel- 
lowed because of the construction lim- 
itations imposed by the naval limita- 
tion treaty. 

Secretary Denby reported that the 
$6,500,000 asked for would make it 
possible to begin work on thirteen ves- 
sels. Ultimately, he estimated, the 
program would cost $30,000,000. 

Keep Plans Secret. 

No information as to what ships 
will be affected, or what work will 
be done, was given by Mr. Denby or 
made available at the navy depart- 
ment. It is known, however, that 
tentative plans call for equipment of 
the 14-inch gun ships with deck pro- 
tection against aircraft bombs and 
bigh angle fire; “blister” protection 
against torpedo attack and moderniza- 
tion of the main batteries to give them 
@ range now usable with aircraft 
spotting. 

British ships of the same generai 
type havé™been brought up to date in 
ir esas a6 a result of Jessons learned 
in the war. The work was begun 
during the war and a specific prov- 
sion permitting it to be completed, 
if not more than 3,000 tons was add- 
ed thereby to the displacement of each 
ship, was included in the naval tresty. 

Big Improvements. 

The new ships which the United 
States was building and has agreed 
to scrap were equipped with the de- 
vices which it now becomes necessary 
to add to the older craft. The new 
ships would have had main batteries 


with a range of 34,000 cards, and the |

That was the moment of the “scrap 
of paper,’ the moment when Herr 
von Bethmann-Hollweg debased his 
native country by scattering broad- 
cast through the world as authentic 
truth—he, a well-informed _ states- 
man!—the silly tale of the French 
neroplanes flying over Nuremberg, 
and founded a declaration of war up- 
on a falsification, as Bismarck had 
done in the case of the Ems dispatch. 
Then it was that the German chan- 
cellor said to the reichstag—on Au- 
gust 4, 1914—in speaking of the vio- 
Jation of Belgian neutrality: “Ne- 
cessity makes law.” Why this out- 
cropping’ of cynicism? 

GERMANY WAS THEN 
SURE OF VICTORY. 

Here is the reason: Germany at 
that moment was sure of victory. The 
generals, whose pre-war writings had 
nlveady been published, the report of 

' German general staff to the em- 
pevor in 1913, declared German vic- 
tory a certainty. Counting upon non- 
interference on the part of England 
and Italy, reckoning in advarce upon 
the neutralization of Russija’s mili- 
tary operations and the overcoming 
of Belgium, what sort of resistance, 
the Germans asked themselves, conld 
be made by France? A few months 
later, at Christ time in 1914, ac- 
cording to the \German emperor's 
troops, gorged 
with booty. would return home. It 
would be for the victor to write the 


history of the war; the cowardice of 
the general public, interrupted on very 
rare occasions by bursts of courage, 
would believe anything told it. Night 
would fall upon Europe—silence 
would come—the silence of the tomb. 
Perhaps, a century later, truth would 


rise from the grave. But who cared? 
By that time everything would have 


been already said. 

But—what came wag the Marne! 
The imperial German eagle, griev- 
ously wounded, dug himself into the 
trenches. So the war was not to 
be over in four months after all? 
No! So England had come into it, 
and Japan! Was America, though 
neutral in the legal sense, pouring 
upon French democracy her frater- 
nal enthusiasm? Yes, 

Well, then, there must be a change 
in the German attitude. To the aid 
of the German trooper came the dis- 
honest German pedant: side by side 
with the sword went the pen-knife, 
‘to scratch out what had been writ- 
iten. Then it was that the claim of 
|Germany’s innocence of responsibil- 
ity for the war was brought up, 
though it was not as yet known upon 
what nation the abominable burden 
of war guilt was to fall. And since, 
in spite of this, the war had been 
willed and declared by Germany, the 
Germans already bezan to turn their 
backs on the acts of the present in 
order to dig up the acts of the past. 
They cooked up the story of the ‘re- 
sponsibility of the entente on ac- 
count of the crime of the encircle- 
ment of Germany. Ob, puny triple 
alliance—you, if was self-evident, 
encircled nobody. 

Then came another phase. What 
was lacking was manufactured. 


Above all, however, silence was em- 
ployed as a means of falsification. 
dhe publication of the German 
white paper was an unprecedented 
thing in history, something which 
no other nation would have tolerated. 
Whereas, the British white paper 
contained 160 dacuments, the French 
yellow book 164, the Russian orange 
book 78, how many documents are 
in the German white paper that ap- 
peared in 1914? Exactly 36 docu- 
ments! Think of it! , The entire 
correspondence of the German govern- 
ment with London, Paris and St. Pe- 
tersburg, and particularly with Vi- 
enna, during that feverish period, 
was limited to 36 documen®! ~ 
PROOF FURNISHED 
BY KANTSRY. 

What was it that was thus being 
concealed? Kantsky gives us the 
answer. After the flight of the Ger- 
man emperor he was able to collate 
and publish 800 documents—and 
what documents they were! Concern- 
ing some of them the emperor ex- 
pressed his anger or joy by means 
of marginal nes. Later, the Bava- 
rian book was published, with docu- 
ments of damning character for Ber- 
lin. And Kurt Bisner, who brought 
about the publication of the Bavarian 
documents, was assassinated !

And who, after all insults Ger- 
many more grossly than her writers 
and ministers of state? A nation,} 
assuredly, can fall upon its knees be- 
fore those who have vanquished it; it 
can sue for peace and surrender its 
arms; it can accept hard terms. But 
ean it accept the burden of confessing 
guilt for a crime which has bathed the 
world in blood, if it sincerely feels 
itself innocent? At what moment was 
it that Germany was no longer con- 
scious of her honor won in the past? 
Was it whe nshe was menaced by 
reprisals or when these no longer 
threatened her? Moreover—why did 
she speak eo tardily? It was not 
because of a revulsion of conscience, 
No—what leads her on is commercial 
interest. Since one of the bases of 
her pécuniary responsibility is polit- 
ical, military and moral responsibil- 
ity—which she has acknowledged—it 
is to her advantage to sap this latter 
responsibility in order to destroy the 
former. 

Let us get down to facts, Respon; 
sibility for a war is a body of suc- 
cessive acts linked together, every 


fone of which, from time to time when 


the tempest bursts back into the past 
when the cloud is hardly visible, should 
be of such a kind as to — the 
rest. The mobilizations, 

and hours of which will be discussed 
in a later chapter, are merely one 
aspect of the conflict—moreover, wars, 
have often been prevented in spite of 
mobilization. Nevertheless, for the 
sake.of completeness, we shall prove 
that the sum total responsibility de- 
rived from mobilizations falls now 
upon Austria, now upon Germany, But 
mobilization was a result of the ulti- 
matum, which was a cause of the war 
because of its brutality and sudden- 
ness, was itself a result, a result of 
the war-spirit, of the will toward 
domination, the wish for hegemony, of 
all that which has embroiled the world 
for centuries, 


ATTACK PLANNED 
BY AUSTRIA. 

Let us examine the ultimatum of 
July 23, 1914, in the light of another 
document, which deals with happen- 
ings preceding it A one year. 

On December 5, M . Giolitti, Italian 
premier in 1915, mada a terrible 
speech in the Italian chamber of depu- 
ties, which we took up in the French 
chamber on the 22nd of December. 
Here is what he saidy “Since the 
nen 1 thing is that Italy’s loyalty 

ntained beyond all doubt, I call 
= Fart to the fact that, in 1913, 
Austria intended to take steps against 
Serbia to which she wished to give the 
character of a defensive measure. 
Naturally, our. Minister of Foreign 
Affairs informed Austria that Italy 
did not feel herself obligated to asso 
ciate herself in this action.” 


Never was a more serious accusa- 
tion made against a country. Is it 
false? Nobody, in Germany or in 
Austria, answered it. Herr yon Beth- 
mann-Hollweg never spoke of it, neith- 
er did Herr von Jagow. 

Thus, before the Sarajevo crime, a 
year before it, while the sky was clear 
and the earth lay at peace, without 
the excuse—even though inacceptable, 
as we shall see—of national excite- 
ment, the two central empires were 
embarking wpon war. 

Italy’s refusal amazed Germany. 
It had not been foreseen, since con- 
ceptions of honor are so _ different 
among different peoples, that some 
are unable to realize that others will 
not act as they do. Germany decided 
to wait, to furbish up more numerous 
weapons to take the place of the na- 
tion that refused to dishonor ipgself. 

Then it was that the heir-apparent 
of Austria perished on Austrian soil, 
guarded by a police force composed 
entirely of Austrians, especially or- 
ganized for that day by an Austrian 

eneral, “My whole work must be 

gun over again,” said William II, 
on board the yacht where the news 
was brought to him, in the presence 
of the prince of Monaco, who noted 


at the same time his dealthly-psie 
color. From that day—June 28; 1914 


—-the trap was to be prepared. 
Austria said nothing. Germany said 
nothing. The blow was being pre- 
pared. Public anxiety was lulled 
through the press and verbal assur- 
ances that a prudent course would be 
followed were given to the public, 
which showed alarm for a little while. 
But the invasion of Serbia, the mili- 
tant execution of that country, were 
being prepared, and the guilty ones 
were getting ready for action, refrain- 
ing from the very beginning to plead 
lack of realization of what they were 
doing, knowing—as indeed they sub- 
oo ged avowed—that the conflict 
ld involve Russia and light up a 
eral conflagration. 
Did Germany know about the ulti- 
matum? Really, such a_ qvestion 
should not be asked even in ap ele- 
mentary school. How can anyone 
maintain that Austria, which the year 
before had arranged with Germgny to 
strike at Serbia, had not again come 
to an agreement with her ally. in the 
‘following year before again leveling 
the blow at Serbia? How can it 
maintained that Austria, knowing in 
what direction she was moving and 
that a general war was bound to be 
the outcome, assumed the sole re- 
sponsibility, without notifying her 
more important ally, thus risking be- 
ing abandoned alone to her fate as 
a punishment for her intrigues and 
her silence? 
Moreover, Austria was not an ally 


in the noble sense of the word, which 
presupposes independence. She _ 
a subjugated nation, delivered u 

her lerd to another nation. And, 


any event, even if there could 

doubt on this matter, it tour Bs be 
swept aside and dissipated by docu- 
ments. It is but just to state that the

December 30.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Under 
the new pension bill recently passed 
by congress and expected to be signed 

the president momentarily, the 
taxpayers of the United States will 
undergo an additional cost from the 
civil war of $105,000,000 or more an- 
nually, according to estimates made 
by the bureau of pensions. Expen- 
ditures of the bureau during 1922. 
were approximately $253,000,000, it 
was stated. 

While the measure contained some 
provisions for yeterans of the Mexi- 
can war and Indian wars, the chief 
beneficiaries are civil war veterans 
and relatives. Veterans who served 

days or more in the civil war 
and 60 days or more in the Mexica 
war, will receive $72 a month, an 
the widows of such veterans will re- 
ceive $50 monthly. The old law pro- 
vided that $50 be paid to veterans 
and $30 to their widows. 

With the estimates becoming known 
much criticism has been directed to 
certain phases of the measure, es- 
pecially the section which provides 
that the pension of $50 shall be 
granted to all widows of veterans who 
married them before January 27, 1917, 
or who married them subsequent to 
that. date and lived with them two 
years or more, continuing to the time 
of their death.

New York, December 30.—Ameri- 
can standards of civilization today 
are inferior to those of 1880, James 
M. Beck, solicitor general of the 
United States, said in a lecture here

“In 1880 men were better citizens, 
better fathers and better workers 
than they are today,” he said. “At 
that time men believed in their par- 
ties. Today that militant, political 
spirit has disappeared and fully one- 
third of the electorate does not vote. 
“In 1880 the worker took pride 
and joy in his work and was proud 
of achievement in industry. Today 
men regard work as some form of 
degrading servitude and there is lit- 
tle pride in artisan accomplishment.

WAC BE DEVELOPED 


Government Expert Secured 
by Central of Georgia 
to Help. 


Bauxite and refractory clay de- 
posits of immense value in Georgia 
will, be developed and standardized 
by the Central. of Georgia railway, 
under direction of R. T. Stull, chief 
ceramist of the United States bureau 
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R. T. STULL, 


Government pottery expert, who will 
direct research into Georgia’s baux- 
ite and clay resources, 


of mines, who will act as assistant 
general industrial agent for. the road. 
He was granted a leave of absence 
by the government in order that he 
might devote his time to the work, 
beginning January 15. 

Private enterprises have several 
times attempted to develop the rich 
clay and bauxite deposits of the state 
but lack of expert technical guidance 
has caused many of them to fail. The 
railroad will supply -the technical 
guidance. The Georgia deposits are 
said to be, among the best in the 
world for fine pottery and fire brick. 


Experjeneed in Work. 


Mr. Stull has a ripe experience 
both in science and industry. He 
was graduated from the Ohio State 
university with the degree of en- 
gineer of mines in ceramics and has 
served as chemist, superintendent 
and ceramic engineer with some of 
the largest industries in the coun- 
try. 

For more than five years he has 
been chief ceramist of the United 
States bureau of mines and super- 


intendent of the bureau’s ceramic 
station at Columbus, Ohio. During 


the war he was chief of the indus- 
trial furnace section for Ohio of the 
fue) administration. He is widely 
known as a contributor to the tech- 
nical press and author of scientific 
articles. He has served as president 
of the American Ceramic society; is 
an honorary member of the chemical 
fraternity of Alpha Chi Sigma and 
holds membership in the honorary 
scientific society, Sigma XI. ' 

The fact that the bureau of mines 
has consented to loan his services 
to the Central of Georgia railway is 
regarded as a recognition of the im- 
portance of the work in developing 
clay resources, that the railway is 
now engaged in. 


Could Supply Nation. 


The first step in this work was a 
survey by ‘the industrial department 
of the road, which ascertained, ac- 
cording to reports made by the rail- 
road, that in Georgia’s clay belt, 
which is 150 miles long and from 
twenty-five to fifty miles wide, there 
is enough clay to supply the needs 
of the nation for generations to come; 
clay that can be mined and marketed 
with a maximum of economy. 

The next step was a series of plant 
tests, and of research, work at the bu- 
reau of mines’ ceramic station, to de- 
termine the availability of the kaolins 
for fillers, pottery, porcelain, tile and 
sanitary ware, and of the bauxitic 
clays €or fire brick to be used in 
furnace work in the industries. To 
complete the progtam the Central of 

a has secured the services of 
Mr. Stull, who,will place the advan- 
tages of Georgia clays before. the 
manufacturers of the east, and who 
will assist in solving the problems of 
mining, standardizing and marketing,

tinople Beauties Re- 
sent Competition of Pul- 
‘chritudinous Russ 
Females. 


Constantinople, December 30.— 
Once more the Turkish Circassian 
beauties bid fair to reign supreme on 
the field of fascination in this historic 
city. 

After a silent though embittered 


battle, Caucasian belles from old Rus- 
sia are withdrawing from the “vamp- 
ing” grounds—and the Turkish wom- 
en are both pleased and relieved. 
The dominant factor m this coquettes’ 
armistice is the prospect of peace 
in the Near East. It will result in 
the withdrawal of allied forces from 
Constantinople and the concurrent de- 
parture of ——_ Russia aristo- 
cratic and Bourgeois refugees who 
came here in 1920. 

Up to two years ago, when General 
Wrangel’s army was driven out of 
the Crimea and hundreds of thou- 
sands of Russians fled to the Turk 
capital, there was feminine peace in 
Constantinople. ‘The imagination of 
the foreign bachelor—and tired visit- 
tors of the married class—was con- 
stantly preocupied with the strange 
beauty and charm of the Turkish 
upper-class women, They would 
arouse the curiosity of the westerner 
w would encounter them in the 
shopping center of the city and often 
eatch a coquettish glance from be- 
hind a transparent veil. 

Russ Invasien. 

Then came the Russian beauties to 
mar the serenity of the city. The at- 
tention of foreigners became involved 
between 
beauties in the field. Because the lat- 
ter were difficult to meet, westerners 
consoled themselves by social ton- 
tact with the Russians. This was 
strongly resented by the Turkish 
women. 


| A striking illustration of this feel- 


ing was revealed in a conversation 
your correspondent had with Fethie 
Hanoum, a Circassian beauty, whose 
father, Djemal Hilmy Bey is a Kem- 
alist staff officer. 

“Why don’t the Russian women go 
elsewhere if they are so anxious to 
impress men?” Fethie Hanoum asked 
spiritedly. ‘There is no room for 
them here.” 

Then she explained the attitude of 
mind of the Turkish upper-class 


women: 
Turk Girls’ Protest. 

“You see, we modern Turkish girls 
study Janguages, foreign literature 
and music; and are keenly interested 
in everything that goes on in the 
west. It is natural that we speak 
Turkish with our relatives and 
friends, and the only opportunity we 
have to practice our knowledge of 
French and English and to keep in 
touch with western thought is the 
social contact with foreigners. 

“It is not fair that our Russian sis- 
ers should—what do you call it?—yes, 
‘vamp’ the foreigners here, at least, 
in our city. Scanty as are the rela- 
tions between the men of the west 
and the Turkish society women, they 
have been further diminished by the 
practices of the Russian ladies whose 
charms I readily recognize. 

“T hope those who still remain will 
make only a tewmoprary stay and that 
after their departure our contact with 
westerners will become more general 
again.” 

It is the belief here that if peace 
is effected at Lausanne, the remain- 
ing Russian immigrants will leave 
when the city passes under Turkish 
occupation.
